JAPAN. 


YOKOHAMA. 
(TEN DAYS LATER, VIA SAN FRANCISCO.) 

The Pacific Mail Company’s steamer Japan has arrived at San 
Francisco, with dates from Yokohama Feb. 22. She brought the 
following passengers and cargo :—

silk, 10,398 packages of tea, and 200 packages of cassia. 

The steamer Alaska arrived out on the 21st Feb. 
Rogers (American) had gone to the Korea. 

The following items have been communicated to the New York 
press :— 

The Daimios are acting independently of the Mikado, and 
Prince Satsuma seems ready at any moment to break into open 
rebellion. Foreigners are generally apprehensive of a renewal of 
civil war during the coming summer. Satsuma has withdrawn all 
his troops from!Yedo, and already public feeling has become alien- 
ated generally from the Mikado. Financial affairs wero becoming 

tly deranged, and counterfeit money was flooding the country. 
This certainly must be taken cum grano salis—Ep. L. & C.T.] 

Sixteen German vessels, including several steamers, are prac- 
tically blockaded at Yokohama. Several of them have attempted 
to escape, but were all turned back by the vigilance of the French 
cruisers. 

Colonel Dall, United States Consul at Hakodadi, is to be ousted, 
and will probably be succeeded by Colonel Shepard, now Consul 
at Yedo. 

A good business was being done in Japan. The rates for silks 
were somewhat lower. Teas were in active demand. The expor- 
tations for New York per Great Republic, Minstrel, Solent and 
Virgil aggregate 2,203,958 pounds. 

The annual general meeting of the Yokohama Chamber of 
Commerce was held on January 18, W. Marshall, Esq., in the 
chair. The statistics of trade given in the half-yearly revort 
show a great falling off in the export of silk, as compared with 
the corresponding time last year, but that of tea shows 2 material 
increase, and the deliveries of imports compare favourably with 
1869. The total exports for the six months ending Dev. 31 
were :—silk, $1,247,260 ; tea, $1,979,060 ; silkworms’ eggs, &c., 
$2,623,753 ; and treasure, $7,782,220. The return of forei 
shipping shows 227 vessels inwards, and 262 outwards. The 
finances of the half-year showed receipts, $3,209.95 ; expenditure, 
$4,430.61. The report was unanimously adopted, and Mr. Van 
der Tak elected chairman for the next year.

NAGASAKI. 

The Nagasaki Express has the following :— 

We learn that some of the native Christians who were deported 
from Urakami in January last, were sent by order of the Central 
Government to Kioto for official examination. Of this number 
forty-one men, women and children recently arrived here ina 
Satsuma steamer; being prisoners they were not permitted to 
land ; their final destination, we are informed, is the island of 
Sado. On hearing of their arrival we were in hopes that the 
Japanese Government intended to relax their severity und release 
them ; but it is quite certain that Paganism in the higher circles 
in Japan has not decreased during the past twelve months ; a fact 
which becomes painfully apparent by the determination shown 
by the Government to carry out their original intention, not- 
withstanding the protest made against it by the represcntatives 
of the Treaty Powers at the time the deportations were made.

HANKOW. 

A meeting of landsrenters was held in Hankow on the 23rd 
Jan., at which the accounts of the Municipal Council for the year 
1870 were passed, and Messrs. Beazley, Dawbarn, Harton, and 
Williams were elected Councillors for the ensuing year. It was 
resolved to continue the municipal taxes on the same oom as 
before, except the tax on brick tea, which was fixed at half a 
candareen per picul. Hankow seems to have gone ahead of 
Shanghai in procuring ® public cluck. 


SHANGHAI, 

Dates by this opportunity are to Feb. 15. The London mail 
(French) of Dec. 23 arrived out on Feb. 7. 

The Imperialists appear to be making some way against the re- 
bellions with which they are struggling in various parts of the 
country. It is stated that they have gained a victory over the 
Mahommedans in the North, and authentic intelligence has come 
to hand to the effect that they have succeeded in regaining pos- 
session of Toi-Kung-Ting, a strong and important city in Kwei- 
chow. This city, it seems, some years ago fell into the hands of 
the Mahommedan rebels, and remained in their possession until 
lately, when owing in part to the efforts made by Wong-Tai- 
Gam, a major-general, and in part to a stratagem on the part 
of Chik-Po-Tui, the Fan-Tai of Kweichow, it was again occupied 
by the mandarins, and has been restored to tranquillity. It 
appears that at the south side of the city there is a road called 

eopg-Teu Road, which was strongly fortified by the rebels, and 
where the Imperialists were frequently repulsed with serious loss 
by the enemy. During the last few months Chik.Po-Tui secretly 
strengthened the Imperial position at the south, and, in order to 
divert the enemy’s attention, he ordered his men to make a false 
attack on the north-west side of the city. The rebel chief, being 
alarmed at this sudden attack on his weak point, lost no time in 
sending troops from the garrison of the south to give assistance 
to that on the north-west side. Of this, the Imperialists took 
advantage, renewing their atacks on the south with great force. 
The strength of this garrison being thus considerably reduced, it 
was unable to stand the fire of the Imperialists, and yielded, and 
occupation of this strong point was speedily followed. by the re- 
occupation of the city by the Imperialists. The rebels and their 
chief surrendered themselves. It is hoped that this victory will 
have the effect of entirely restoring order in the Kweichow Pro- 
vince ; but this idea may probably prove too sanguine, as the re- 
bellion in Kweichow is wide spread and deeply seated. . 

It will be remembered that some months ago a seaman on board 
HMS8. Zebra was unfortunate enough, when practising along 
with his comrades at the rifle butts, to let off his piece acciden- 
tally, the ball of which, entering the head of the Chines marker, 
killed him instantaneously. An inquest was held on the body at 
the Hongkew police-station, and thereafter an inquiry took 
place at the British Consulate, in the presence of Mr. Daven- 
port, Vice-Consul, the Chehsien, Lieuts. Cotton and King, of 
the Zebra, and, at a later stage of the inquiry, Mr. Med- 
hurst, British Co:sul, and the Hon. Capt. Denison, of the Zebra, 
were also: present. It will be remembered that the inquiry 
was closed in some degree of confusion by the Chehsien in- 
dulging in one of bis characteristic tirades against foreign Courts, 
and expressing his conviction that the seaman was guilty of wilful 
murder and ought to suffer death. The Senior Officer and Mr. 
Medhurst repeatedly expressed afterwards their willingness that 
the seaman should be tried at the Supreme Court, but that the 
Chinese authorities must prosecute. This the Chehsien, however, 
persistently declined to do, so that all legal redress against the 
seaman ceased. But we hear that the Admiral, on the case being 
referred to him, thought it well that concession should so far be 
made to Chinese custom in such matters, that $100 of compensa- 


tion should be paid to the relatives of deceased, which sum has, 


we hear, been paid. 

A naval court of inquiry has been held on the loss of the 
Haimbota, at Ningpo, and Captain Forman suspended for six 
months. 

It will be remembered that four of the men condemned to 
death for the massacre at Tientsin were kept back for examina- 
tion by the Russian Consul-General. We hear that this official 
has now recognised that they actually were concerned in the 
murder of the Russians, and that they will be executed forthwith. 
In regard to the final settlement, the Russian Minister is said to 
have taken the same course as M. de Roehechouart—left the 
matter open for the decision of his Government. 

The compensation offered for material loss suffered, the bishop 
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isready to accept; but only after the following conditions have 
been fulfilled. 1st—the infliction of such punishment on the in- 
stigators and perpetrators of the massacre as the Foreign Minis- 
ters shall agree to be fitting. 2nd—the erection, on the actual 
site of the outrage, of a substantial monument, with an inscrip- 
tion blaming the atrocity and admitting the innocence of the 
victims, 

This decision of the bishop is the more creditable that the 
state of affairs in Europe precludes the prospect of the French 
Government being able to exact more fitting punishment for the 
crime for some time to come. We rely, however, that the insult 
to foreigners generally and to the French nation especially will 
be fittingly repaired. In the meantime, we learn with sincere 
pleasure the stand made by the representative of the chief 
sufferers against the barriers terms proffered. 

We are also informed that the final decision in regard to the 
money rests with the Rev. Pere Etienne, the superior General of 
oe community of the Lazarists and of the Sisters of Charity “at 

aris. 

Mr. Thomas Hanbury, chairman of a committee, embodied in 
November last, for the relief of Chinese paupers, has published a 
report of their proceedings, from which it appears that at the 
almshouses at Sinza from 300 to 600 beggars have been daily 
fed and housed, and 1,200 garments have been distributed ; 
while, under the supervision of a foreigner, peupes beginnin 
with thirty and ultimately numbering 160, have been anpler 
at fifty cash a day in various sanitary and useful works. The 
whole scheme has cost about one penny halfpenny per head per 
day, and of Tls. 2,700 available Tis. 1,600 are still unexpended, 
so that the committee see their way to carrying the objects of the 
charity safe through to the beginning of warm weather. 

The new steam fire-engine, the Victoria, was out for practice 
for the first time. It worked most satisfactorily, is much approved 
of by the Chief Engineer, and will doubtless prove a very effi- 
cient addition to the Shanghai Fire Department. As our readers 
are aware, this engine has been bought, and will be kept up, by 
the three local insurance offices. We should be glad to see the 
home-offices, which make large profits out of their ee 
agencies, show an equal recognition of their obligativu to the Fire 
Department. 

t a meeting of the U.S.N. Company, held on the 16th inst., 
it was resolved to issue debentures to the amount of Tls. 120,000, 
in order to pay off the debt due by the Company on the purchase 
of the Glengyle. ‘The debentures are to bear interest at the rate 
of 10 per cent. per annum, and are to be secured on the income, 
property and plant. The directors point out that the estimated 
value of the Company’s property will exceed the aggregate 
amount of the capital and debentures. 

The Commissioner'of Customs at Ningpo writes :—“ San-mow, 
a large and wealthy sugar hong, has recently failed, to the ex- 
tent, it is stated, of over Tls. 200,000, and in its fall has carried 
with it some thirteen cash shops, and created great distress amongst 
large numbers of Chinese who had funds in the hong laid out at 
interest. Several other native establishments are reported to be in 
difficulties, and a peculiarly gloomy termination to the Chinese 
year is anticipated.” 

_ The North German barque Johan Christian, bound from Van- 
couver’s Island to Shanghai with a very valuable cargo, has had 
& narrow escape. Through stress of weather she was in the vici- 
nity of Ningpo, and chanced to be boarded by a foreign pilot, 
who told of the fate of the Robert Rickmers, and strongly advised 
the captain not to venture on proceeding to Shanghai. This advice 
was followed, and no sooner was the port safely made than a 
couple of French gunboats were discovered at her heels. 

We hear that a private letter, received by last courier from 
Newchwang, mentions that a most uneasy feeling is prevalent 
there, the Chinese showing unmistakable feelings of hostility to- 
wards foreigners by pelting them with stones, whenever they 
appear, and using a plentiful supply of the choicest abusive epi- 
thets. In fact, most foreigners shut up there devoutly wish for 
the reopening of the port ; for the gunboat, and its forty men 
would prove but a forlorn hope in the event of any serious attack

Suanenal, Feb. 15. 

There are some people, both in England and China, who doubt 
the intention of the Chinese Government to go to war, or rather 
to commit some outrage upon Europeans, which is their only ides 
ofavenging a wrong. The Chinese have never declared war against 
any European nation, but hostilities have arisen from some breach 
of treaty on their part, or some atrocity committed by them. 
Seizure of opium and imprisonment of merchants was the cause 
of the first war, under Sir Henry Pottinger. In the second, or 
“ Arrow War,” the burning of the factories at Canton and at- 
tempted poisoning of the inhabitantsof Hong Kong. Third war, 
under Lord Elgin, there was the Taku fort affair—a treacherous 
proceeding, entailing great loss of life—and murder of prisoners 
near Peking, taken under a flag of truce. Besides these acts of 
treachery there have been many others, such as the murder of 
the Governor of Macao, Senor Amaral, whose head was cut off 
and carried away for a reward, massacre of foreigners near 
Canton, massacre at Vientsin, &c.

The steamer Don, which arrived a short time ago, via the Suez 
Canal, has been totally lost on her way from Hong Kong to Shang- 
hai. She was found on the night of the 14th, at five p.m., on shore 
on the Island of Ockseu, by the steamship Chukiang, the captain 
of which perceiving the wreck to be full of Chinese, fired grape 
and cannister until they disappeared, then sent a boat on board, 
and found the decks strewn with portions of cargo, all the tackle- 
falls and ropes cut, sails flying loose, and that a general pillage 
had been made. The ship was full of water forward, so high 
as the twixt decks. The vessel has been seen by other steamers, 
but no further intelligence has come to hand, and up to the 
present nothing has been heard of the crew or passengers. It is 
surmised, however, that they probably got off in the boats, and 
will make their way overland to Swatow. The Chukiang steamer 
was only able to save eight boxes opium, fifty pieces of shirtings, 
two dozen boxes caps, and a grindstone, from the wreck. It is 
hoped that a gunboat may be sent off to look after the vessel, as 
the amount of property at stake is something very great, the Don 
containing a full cargo of piece goods from home, besides the 
opium, &c., shipped from this port. She is the first vessel from 
home via the Suez Canal that has been lost. 

A meeting of the Hong Kong branch of the British’and Foreign 
Bible Society has taken place. The reports from the various sta- 
tions in the interior show that the work of distributing the Scrip- 
tures has progressed favourably on the whole, though in some 
places, since the Tientsin disturbance, apposition has been expe- 
rienced. Dr. Legge, who spoke at the meeting, took an encou- 
raging view of Missionary labours in China, and felt confident 
that the recent persecutions would tend to increase the number of 
those who would range themselves under the banner of Chris- 
tianity. 

The annual distribution of prizes at the Central School has. 
taken place, his Excellency Major-General, WhitfieldLieutenant-

A romantic incident is reported as having taken place on the 
downward passage of the Canton steamer yesterday morning 
(8th). It appears that two small-footed Chinese females, occupy- 
ing a special cabin, eluded the vigilance of their amah, and took a 
sort of lovers’ leap from the Kinshan’s side, a little forward of 
the wheel. They had clasped themselves in each other’s arms, 
and both struck the iron guards as they descended. How they. 
-eacaped from the revolving wheel is a mystery ; but down they 
went, and were passed in an instant, the steamer going at 
ete at her time, and just then on g the Bocca 

is. Captain Cary, however, was prompt; the engines were 
at once stopped, [the steamer backed, and a beat lowered, 
without loss of time. Owing partly to the loose dresses 
of the poor girls, and partly to the fact that they were 
stunned by the blow on the. temple and did not struggle ; the 
floated until the boat reached them, and they were rescued, atill 
locked in a strong embrace. Having been taken on board, they 
were with difficulty severed, and restoratives were immediately 
-applied. The younger of the two, who.had suffered most, was 
wrapped up in a warm blanket, and recovered-only-after a lapse 
of two hours. It is said that losses at private gambling parties, 
and consequent loss of “ face,” was the cause of this bold and de- 
termined attempt at suicide. The girls are respectably con- 
nected, and on the arrival of the steamer in Hong Kong they were 
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being given up; and the whole question of the state of the law 
with regard to the rendition of Chinese criminals to the native 
authorities, as well as several other interesting legal points, has 
thus been raised and argued before Chief Justice Smale “ in 
Chambers ”"—the Court, however, sitting in the public building, 
so that due publicity may be given to the proceedings. The argu. 
ments adduced by Mr. Francis are of an elaborate nature, and the 
case stands adjourned. 

In the course of an inquest, it has been discovered that there is 
an establishment similar to the K-Tsze, the Chinese deadhouse, 
which some time ago caused so much sensation, at Aberdeen, a 
village about six miles from the city of Victoria; and it appears 
that, notwithstanding that a hospital is ia course of erection in 
the town, the old system goes on in the villages, and it is said to 
be impossible to put it down. It might be imagined that within 
so smalla radius as that which bounds Hong Kong it would be 
possible to put an end to so gross an abuse as takiag moribund 
men toa hovel to die like dogs, and it is to be at least hoped 
that vigorous measures will be adopted with regard to it. 

Mr. J. L. Brown, of the Imperial Customs’ Service, has been 
admitted on the roll of barristers at the Supreme Court, and Mr. 
Brereton has been placed upon that of solicitors and proctors. 

It is stated that the celebrated colonial cruiser Victoria has 
been sold to the Canton authorities for the sum of $35,000.

The 
directors had not given the exact proportions, because they 
deemed it unnecessary to go into every detail. The shareholders 
surely had sufficient confidence in the directors to know that they 
had set these sums apart wisely. 

Mr. Melchers said that, considering all the circumstances, he 
thoughs the report very satisfactory, and he proposed a vote of 
thanks to the directors for the able way in which they had con- 
ducted the affairs of the Corporation in very difficult circumstances. 
(Applause.) 

The Chairman drew attention to the motion before the meeting, 
viz., the adoption of the report. This was carried unanimously.

SINGAPORE. 
Dates by this mail are to the 1st March. The London mail 


(French) of Jan. 20 arrived on$the 20th Feb., and that of the 
27th Jan. on lst March, per P. and O. steamer Travancore. 


The arrivals of steamers via the Suez Canal have been the Ari- 
zona, from New York, on the 20th Feb. ; the Lumley Castle, from 
London, on the 23rd ; the Sazd, from Liverpool, on the 24th ; and 
the Leith, on the 28th. ‘The departures by the same route are the 
William Cory and Una on the 15th, and the Ajar on the 2\st, all 
for London ; the Priam, for the same port, on the lst March. 

The principal event of the fortnight has been the departure of 
Sir Harry Ord, Governor of the colony, who goes home by the 
present mail steamer, to avail himself of his leave of absence. 
He took his departure for Penang on Monday, embarking at Dal- 
housie Pier with the usual honours, consisting of a salute of 
seventeen guns from Fort Canning, the attendance of a company 
of the 7th M.N.I., and the escort of his Excellency to the barge 
in waiting by the leading officials. Colonel Anson, Lieutenant- 
Governor of Penang, who is to be our Acting-Governor during Sir 
Harry Ord’s absence, arrived here in the Pluto on Wednesday 
last, and his place at Penang will be filled by{Mr. Arthur N. Birch, 
of the Colonial-office. 

As usual during the season of the Chinese New Year there has 
occurred little worthy of note during the past fortnight The 
Chinese, who form by far the larger part of the population, have 
devoted themselves to the enjoyment of their festivities, which 
began on the 19th ult., and will continue until the 6th inst. The 
roar of crackers and squibs, the beating of gongs, and the noise- 
and clatter attendant upon their celebrations have been unceasing. 
Theft and robbery, the invariable accompaniment of this season, 
have been unusually prevalent. In the country districts gang 
robberies and burglaries have been frequent, but the amounts 
stolen have generally been insignificantly small, so that there is 
little reason to apprehend the presence in the midst of any regu- 
larly organised gang of depredators.

The Straits Times has the following on the Governor Ord :— 

As to the influence of Sir Harry Ord on the legislation of the 
colony, we have to find little fault, beyond the precipitancy with 
which he set to work, and which has resulted in the necessity for 
a long list of amendments which are not creditable or ornamental 
to our Statute-hook. We think that many useful measures have 

. been initiated, which, had we had a less restless man for governor, 
might have been unthought of. It will be borne in mind that 
some of the most unpopular enactments—such as the recon- 
stitution of the Court, were carried out in obedience to the Colo- 
nial-office, and are not blameable to Sir Harry Ord. Other mea- 
sures, too, such as the Passenger and Pilot Ordinances, which 
met outspoken criticism at the time, have, with the amendments 
made upon them, not worked any of the evil that was anticipated 
from them. The only piece of legislation for which we think he 
is to blame is that connected with the Preservation of the Peace 

. Act—less from any mischief which has been perpetrated under 
it than for the unconstitutional principles which it introduced. 
It was carried, too, in face of the general disapproval of the com- 
munity, without, we think, any sufficient necessity. The fact that 
it has not been availed of goes far to prove this. But then it was 
@& measure that accumulated arbitrary power in the Governor's 

_ hands, and fed that apparently insatiable hankering after the 
centralisation of authority within himself which is characteristic 
of the man; moreover, the very opposition it met with was a 
further incentive for him to carry it through—another means of 
illustrating his overweening self-confidence and disregard of pub- 
lic opinion. 

In one thing Sir Harry Ord has been successful, and that is 
the expansion of the revenue without fresh taxation. Part of 
this is natural, no doubt, and due to the increase of trade and 
population; but a good deal is the result of his management, 
and a keen regard for money-making in all the transactions 
of Government. It has been argued that the increase 
in the rental of the farms—the chief source of revenue— 
was the result of a false and injurious bolstering up of their 
value, and no doubt they have been squeezed pretty tight ; 
but Government is just as entitled to accept the best price 
for its farms as the merchant for his goods, end no more bound 
than he to say to the buyer, “ My good man, you are paying too 
much for this ; you will have no profit left.” So far, too, the re- 
sult has shown that the farms can be worked successfully at the 
‘increased rates; at least, we can put no other interpretation on 
the fact that an extension of term has been applied for by the 
lessees. Sir Harry Ord has worked the revenue well, and, we 
think, without endangering its future productiveness ; we only 
wish we could give him the. same credit for the manner in 
which it has been expended. But we fear this is impossible, for 
Wwe cannot point to a single outlay of any magnitude that has not 
ministered either to his comfort or to his vanity. Government 
House—Government steamers, and imposing establishments have 
been created and maintained,—while hospitals, waterworks, 

‘drainage, and nearly every work that could have contributed to 
the comfort and happiness of the tax-payers have been neglected. 
Province Wellesley and Malacca iy have had benefits showered 

“upon them—if so, let them pay their meed of thauks—Singapore 
owes no gratitude. °

The American mail steamer left on the 12th February with 226 bales for 
New York, consisting chiefly of Re-reeled Hainin and Tsatlee, with a 
few Kahing Taysaam and chop Teatlee, mostly best selections, for which 
extreme prices have been paid. Just asthe last English mail was leaving 
some spirited buying commenced, and has continued throughout the 
fortnight, prices gradually hardening as stocks decreased. Many of the 
later purchases have been made at an advance of Tls. 5 on Chop Silks, 
and Tis. 10 to 15 on 44 and 5 Tsatlees. Re-reels and Thrown have also 
participated in the rise. Hangchow and Chin Cum Taysaams are quite 
out of stock. The bulk of the purchases are reported to be for remit- 
tances.

THE SINGAPORE RAILWAY. 
(To the Editor of The London and China Telegraph.) 

Sir,—I hope you inserted the letter which I wrote you respecting 
this railway a fortnight ago, for the following additional reasons :— 

It was then understood that the chairman fairly expressed the general 
opinions of the gentlemen present at the meeting to which I alluded, 
when he stated their views were ‘‘ not conservative,” but it has since 
been alleged that the views of some of the home subscribers are ultra 
conservative; in fact, that their subscriptions are only promised on 
the express condition that they do not aid in constructing a line to 
extend beyond the wharves at Tanjong Pagar, in which they them- 
selves are interested. 

One of the gentlemen here referred to is the largest landowner at 
Tanjong Pagar, but another is a known freetrader, who, while this 
place was in its infancy, ably wielded his pen for its benefit, and who 
moreover has always shown himself so forward in advancing the general 
interests of the Settlement that I cannot believe he is now so inimical 
to progress as to connive at a scheme the aim of which is monopoly. 

The Suez Canal is revolutionising our trade, ships are being rapidly 
superseded by steamers, and for these complete wharfage accommoda- 
tion at this port is daily becoming more and more necessary. 

New Harbour, you are aware, his long been used by the P. and O. 
and other steamers, in fact, is the only place where steamers can be 
efficiently accommodated, and it was in anticipation of this traffic 
that the railway was projected several years ago ; but, anfortunetely, 
it now appears as if the line would neither be carried out in the spirit 
nor to the extent then looked for, owing to conflicting interests 
coming in the way. 

I have already said that only New Harbour affords proper facilities 
for steamers; the accommodation at the nearest wharves (Tanjong 
Pagar) is even now found insufficient, but the wharves further off are 
not much more availed of than formerly, although they do not extend 
beyond three miles distance from town, and this circumstance will 
readily be accounted for by those who, knowing the place, are aware 
that our only means of transport are miserably small bullock hackeries 
of the most primitive description, rarely capable of a second journey, 
even for this distance in one day, and that their loads are exposed to 
damage from rain at all seasons. * 

Indeed, it is evident that the growing traffic to and from New Har- 
bour can only be met by a railway conecting all the wharves with the 
town, and he will not be a well-wisher to Singapore who does not 
aid in furthering the completion of the original line suggested by 
Colonel Collyer, and supported by auch men as General Cavenagh and 
Colonel Macpherson, with whom the welfare of the Settlement was 
permanent, and who were far above fostering petty rivalries inany form. 

I trust, Sir, that you will advocate the Singapore and New Harboar 
Railway in its integrity, as espoused by these able offie:rs, and not 
countenance the dwarted scheme aow put forward by the Tanjong 
Pagar Company to accommodate their own traffic only, and the accom- 
plishment of which would tend to confine complete wharfage facilities 
to their own premises, thus virtually establishing a monopoly. 

The general interests of the public are unquestionably concerned in 
this matter, and if those interests are fully kept in view, there cannot 
be a doubt that the original scheme of railway merits the most liberal 
support ; indeed, the benefits to result are so obvious that if I was 
one of the member of the Legislative Council, instead of seeking a 
concession for the section in which I was peraonally interested, I would 
not hesitate to propose that the whole should be carried out by the 
Government itself, being confident that the New Harbour traffic would 
amply cover any logs on first working the extension beyond it through 
the island, and ere long yield an adequate return for the whole outlay.

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CHINA CUSTOMS QUARTERLY RETURN. 

The following is a reswme of the returns referred to in our last 

issue from each of the ports :— 
TIENTSIN. 

Mr. Commissioner Hannen reports that the trade during the quarter 
was influenced by the apprehension of hostilities generally entertained 
by the Chinese. They continued to import freely with the expectation 
of getting their goods into the interior before any difficulties of trans- 
port could arise. The large increase in the imports for the present 
quarter will, therefore, probably be counterbalanced by a decrease in 
those for the concluding quarter of the year. Grey shirtings show the 
largest increase. Drills advance steadily, and continue to force the 
American manufacture out of the market. Twills show a considerable 
increase, in consequence of the low prices con-equent on their excessive 
import into Shanghai, The import of matches and needles show such 
reduced figures as to suggest that some caution is at length being ex- 
ercised with regard to the supply of those articles. The opium trade 
has suffered from the feeling of insecurity, and prices have been any- 
thing but remunerative. The total revenue shows Tls. 105,386, against 
Tis. 111,808 for the corresponding quarter of 1869. During the quarter 
Messrs. Trautmann and Co., one of the oldest established houses engaged 
in the steamer traffic between this port and Shanghai, withdrew from 
the trade, the steamers of which they had had the management for 
many years passing into the hands of Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and 
Co., at Shanghai, and Messrs. J. Livingstone and Cu. at Tientsin. 

CHEFOO. 

Mr. Commissioner Wright reports a noticeable increase in the import 
of cotton fabrics, and the stocks were said to be unusually light. The 
prices of grey shirtings have ranged from Tls. 2.18 to Tls. 2.80, and 
that of T-cloths from Tls. 1.40 to Tls. 1.80. In exports, bean cake, and 
bean oil have been largely shipped, and yellow silk appears in a quan- 
tity large as compared with previous years. At the close of the quarter 
there were no less than fifty-five vessels in port, fourteen of which were 
North-German. The revenue showed Tls. 74,450 against the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1869, Tis. 55,953—and of 1868, Tls. 84,443. 

NEWCHWANG. 

Mr. Acting Commissioner Luson reports a satisfactory quarter’s trade 
Imports have come to hand freely, but most articles show a decline of 
twenty per cent. on the rates ruling xt the same time last year. Opium 
alone has shown an increase in price. In woollen and cotton piece 
goods the native merchants complain thut they cannot sell them for 
cost price. Jn exports, pulse, pulse cake, and pulse oil have shown a 
decline; but a fair crop of the herb is expected. The scarcity caused 
by the failure of Jast year’s crops and the inundations caused much 
privation in this province. Some excitement and many disquieting 
rumours were current after the Tientsin Massacre, but these soon 
passed away, and there has been no reason, so fur, to apprehend any 
disturbances at this port. The quarter's revenae shows Tis. 57,091, as 
against Tis. 81,054 in 1869, and Tis. 66,234 in 1868. 

HANKOW. 

Mr. Hobson, Assistant in charge, reports the most serious inunda- 
tion since this port was opened to foreign commerce. The trade, how- 
ever, did not suffer as might be expected, and large transactions took 
place. The imports of piece goods showed 283,350 pieces Grey Shirt- 
ings, as against 246,322 in the previous year; and T-Cloths and Drills 
exhibited a still greater increase—the former showing 205,801 pieces, 
against, 47,478, and the latter 108,424 pieces against 78,281 in the pre- 
vious year. The revenue showed Tls. 469,99, against 478,582 in the 
corresponding quarter of last year, no revenue whatever having been 
realised this quarter from opium, which, in the corresponding quarter 
of last year, produced Tis. 1,390, the general revenue may be said to 
have increased to almost that amount ; but foreign merchants had to 
complain of low prices the whole quarter through. The export of tea 
was 3,000 piculs greater than in the corresponding quarter of last year. 

KIUKIANG. 

Mr. Commissioner Drew reports a smaller import of Grey Shirtings 
and T-Cloths than in 1868 and 1869. Drills show a gain of more than 
4,000 pieces over either of those years. Wovllens also stand at some- 
what better figures than in foregoing years. Opium shows no falling 
off; and the consumption is remarkably regular from year to year. The 
authorities exerted unusually systematic efforts to relieve the sufferers 
by the summer’s flood, though the sum raised would be more practically 
expended in repairing dykes which might prevent damage, than in cha- 
rity, which, considering the vast numbers of the population, can only 
relieve the poor to the amount of 70 cash per head, a sum far too small 
to afford any substantial assistance. The revenue was Tls. 151,461, 
against Tls. 138,818 in the corresponding quarter‘of last year. 

CHINKIANG. 

Mr. Acting-Commissioncr Woodruff reports a satisfactory quarter's 
trade. The import of cotton goods has increased, 239,692 pieces having 
been imported, 177,447 sent inland under pass, against 143,067 im- 
ported and 108,938 sent inland during the corresponding quarter of 

869. In woollens 22,423 pieces have been imported and 8,812 sent 
inland under pase, against 9,127 imported and 3,158 sent inland during 

@ Game time last year. The demand for nail rod increased greatly. 
The falling off in native sugar continued. There was a comparatively 
Considerable gain in export duties, and the transit dues were nearly 
doubled. The revenue shows Tle. 21,543, against 14,616 in 1869, and 
12,430 in 1868. 























































































NINGPO. 

Mr. Commissioner White reports a marked increase in the importa- 
tion of cotton piece goods. Grey shirtings have increased 29 850 
pieces ; white shirtings, 3,720 pieces; T cloths 11,315; English drills, 
228; and American drills, 7,690. Camlets have also increased 962 
pieces ; lastings, 600 pieces ; lustres, 1,025; and Spanish stripes, 427. 
Nail rod and bar have fallen off 4,628 piculs. In exports, green tea 
has gained 8,236 piculs, Alum and wheat show a nil export, against 
1,018 piculs and 6,720 piculs respectively in the same period of 1869, 
The total revenue shows an increase of Tls. 10,464, which is due to the 
duties on opium and exports having improved. On the whole the 
quarter's result is satisfactory, especially when viewed in connection with 
the disquieting rumours in circulation in July and August. Mr. White 
says the local authorities took active steps to put down any seditious 
placards, and disturbances were therefore prevented. 

TAMSUI—FORMOSA. 

Mr. Detring, Assistant in charge, reports that, owing to supplies not 
having been thrown on the market in large quantities, piece goods have 
shown a fair profit. The quantity is, however,small. Grey shirtings show 
3,100 pieces, against 8,200 last year ; white shirtings are 2,000 pieces, 
against 500. Woollens appear to have almost ceased to be imported. 
In exports, camp ior fell from 5,093 piculs in 1869 to 3,913 piculs in 
the corresponding quarter of 1870. The revenue shows Tis. 25,086 
against Tis. 22,049 in 1869, and Tis. 27,452 in 1868. The export o 
tea in the current ycar was expected to be half as large again as the 
year previous. 

TAKOW—FORMOSA. 

Mr. Cartwright, Assistant in charge, reports imports—cottoen goods, 
4,600 pieces, against 1,150 pieces in the corresponding period last year. 
In exports—camphor declined from 960 piculs to 105 piculs; sugar 
rose from 36,026 piculs to 48,516 piculs ; and rice from 5,393 piculs to 
28,667. The total revenue shows Tis. 16,675, against Tls. 11,099 in 
1869, and Tls. 3,497 in 1868. 

FOOCHOW. 

Mr. Lay, Assistant in charge, reports a continued depression of trade. 
In imports, opium has decreased very greatly, and the decrease is 
steady. Malwa is less by 9 per cent. than in 1867, by 15 per cent. than 
in 1868, and by 28 per cent. than in 1869. Putna shows un increase 
over 1867 and 1868, but a decrease of 20 per cent. compared with last 
year. Grey shirtings have increased slightly ; the figures show an in- 
crease of 1 per cent. over 1867, and 16 per cent. over 1869, but a de- — 
crease of 44 per cent. as compared with 1868. White shirtings show an 
increase of 11 per cent. over 1867, and 18 per cent. over 1869, but a 
decrease of 50 per cent. from 1868. The demand for T-cloths scems 
steadily on the increase, but woollens have declined altogether. The 
export duties are 24 per cent. under last year, and 2 per cent. under the 
year preceding that. The gross revenue shows Tis. 703,145, against 
Tis. 929,166 in 1869, and Tls. 735,243 in 1868. 

AMOY. 

Mr. Commiss:-ner Iughes reports the import trade as showing an - 
increase in nearly all the articles in which foreigners are interested. 
Foreign cotton is a remarkable instance, the quantity imported being 
12,947 piculs, against 987 piculs during the September quarter of 1869. 
This last, however, was exceptional, and cuused by Amoy prices being 
lower than Hong Kong. This year Amoy prices were much higher, and 
large supplies drawn from Hong Kong, whero prices fell immediately 
on the outbreak of the European war. In imports, piece goods show 
45,536 pieces, against 23,042 Jast year, and much above the average of 
some years past. The import of funcy goods has fallen off. Woollens 
show a large falling off. The total export of this season’s teas to the 
30th September was 3,855,576 Ibs., showing a decrease on Conzous of 
814,442 lbs., and an increase on Oolongs of 2,046,560 lbs. over the ex- 
port during the like period of 1869. Sugar has been exported to a 
somewhat larger extent than last year. The total revenue shows 
Tis, 159,233, against Tls. 129,012 in 1869. The construction of the 
lighthouse was unavoidably stopped till the commencement of the 
south-west monsoon, owing to the impracticability of landing natives 
with sufficient regularity during the north-east monsoon at Chapel 
Island. Amoy has been perfectly quiet, owing to the prompt action of 
the authorities. 

SWATOW. 

Mr. Huber, Assistant in charge, reports that shipping compares fa. 
vourably with last year. The war in Europe put an end for a time to 
the large coasting trade carried on in North German vessels, but British 
vessels took their place, and the tonnage incrcased. Nearly all foreign 
manufactures showed a decided increase, especially noticeable in T- cloths 
and drills. The import of the latter is four times as large as in the 
corresponding quarter of 1869. The large increase in the consumption 
of foreign cotton may be accounted for by the failure of the crops in 
the North of China. Native cotton is preferred, being more easily 
worked up in the Chinese looms; but a small increase in the price is 
sufficient to make the foreign article take its place. Nail rod iron and 
tin also exbibit an increase ; but the largest increase fs in opium, which 
shows 354 chests more than the corresponding quarter of 1869. Ex- 
ports show a decrease, attributable to the presence of Imperial troops. 
The revenue shows Tis. 104,959, against Tls. 84,781 in 1869, and Tis. 
100,071 in 1868. 

CANTON. 

Mr. Bowra, Acting Commissioner, reports a slight increase In the 
principal imports, but it merely makes up in part for the deficit in the 
June quarter, and it Is impossible to say how far the increased imports 
of the present quarter may have anticipated the wants of the next one. 
T-cloths appear to be advancing steadily in native estimation, the im- 
port of the first three quarters of the year (74,500 pieces) exceeding 
the total import of the year 1867, and falling not far short of that of 
1869. Piece goods generully were at low rates during the quarter. The 
import of cotton was large, and it appears to be steadily on the increase. 
Woollens also show an increase—a fact which, contrasted with the 
largely decreased export of tea, shows thut native prosperity. of which 
the consumption of woollens is usually looked upun us a fair indication, 


SHANGHAI. 

Mr. Hammond, Acting Deputy Commissioner in charge, furnishes 
Statistica which show the import of grey shirtings to be almost sta- 
tionary, as compared with last year. T-cloths fell in the same time 
from 862,878 pieces to 598,967 pieces, and drills showed a much greater 
Proportionate decline. Re-exports to Chinese ports exhibit a steady 
inerease, especially in T-cloths and drills. The re-exports to Jupan 
show 68,935 pieces grey shirtings, against 4,750 pieces in the corre- 
sponding quarter last year. The export of silk shows a falling off of 
about ten per cent., and tea an increase in about the same proportion. 

The quarter's revenue amountcd to Tls. 711,121.

is not wholly dependent on foreign purchases. Meta's show a falling 
off. The expert trade was seriously depressed daring the European 
war. For the first three quarters of 1870 the export of tea was only 
96,700 piculs, as against 62,100 piculs in 1869, and 72,400 piculs iu 
1868. Silk shows a large export, and does. not appear to have been 
much affected by the war. The total revenue shows Tis. 255,986, 
against Tis. 364,186 for the corresponding quarter of 1869, and 
Tis. 271,803 for 1868. 
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The Ancient Connection of China and the Western World.—On 
Monday, the 20thinst., Mr. Hyde Clarke read a paper at the Anthropo- 
logical Institute on the Preehistoric and Proto-Historie Relations of the 
Populations of Asia and Europe, in reference to Caucaso-Tibetans, 
Caucaso-Asiatic, Canaanites, Amazons, Megalithic Monuments, Indian 
Migration, &c. This paper showed, by the collection of a large body of 
facts, under the analysis of the Caucasian languages, the existence of 
8 period of unrecorded civilisation in Western Asia and Europe, from 
3,500 to 4,500 yeara back, and extending from the Burman penin- 
sula to these islands. The whole world, afterwards known to the 
Greeks and Romans, was then known to and held by a population allied 
to the Tibetans and Chinese, to which the term Caucaso-Tibetans 
was applied, and of which the present representatives were the in- 
habitants of tne Caucasus. The language, here styled Palseogeorgian, 
was closely allied to the Caucasian languages, but belonging to an 
epoch when there was a multiplicity of roots for one term, and the 
power of voluntarily transposing the radical letters. Under the law 
thus discovered, for ‘ river” at least 250 terms conld have been used, of 
which many can now be identified. The selection and tixity of roots 
by the Semites and Aryans constituted a subsequent epoch and revolu- 
tion in civilisation. The Caucaso-Tibetan area included Canaan, Mau- 
ritania, and Britain. To the Palssogeorgian class belonged the Lydian, 
Casian, Phrygian, Lycian, Thracian, and Etruscan languages, and 
probably the Akkad. The Armenians and Persians were assigned to 
the Caucaso-Asiatic population, though speakiny Indo-European lan- 
guages, and distinguished from the Western Indo-European. The influ- 
ence of the ancient worship of fire and water on the mythology of Greece 
and Rome was referred to, and the rise of the dual principle, and the 
elements of Chaldean philosophy. It was with the Caucaso-Tibetans, 
under the name of Canaanites, that the children of Israel contended, 
and evidences were obtained from the orthography of Palestine. 
By these new discoveries a connection is formed with a common cen- 
tre in High Asia for the communication of languaye, civilisation, 
mythology, and folklore between the ancient Chinese, the Assyrians, 
Babylonians, Lydians, Etrascans, and other leaders of civilisation in 
the Old World. By Mr. Hyde Clarke’s law of comparative grammar, 
a light is obtained for illustrating the early formation of the Chinese 
languaze and characters, the relations of the radicals with the Sans- 
krit and other languages, and the development of Chinese philoso- 
phy. One result is that the Chinese language, and consequently modes 
-of thought, cannot, as supposed, have been permanently immutable, 
vecause a great revolution in the grammar and logical arrangement 
must have tuken place on its becoming a fixed language, which would 
be within 3,500 years. Anteriorly the language must have assimilated 
in form and properties to the Paleogeorgian, and consequently in 
some respect< to the complicated languages of Southern Africa. 

Who is Responsible for the War? By ‘‘Scrutator.” London: Riv- 
ingtons.—This is the work of a clever partisan; but still of one who 
must be regarded as a partisan. ‘‘Scrutator,” who is a well-known 
correspondent of The Times, labours to prove that, notwithstanding 
appearances, Germany was really responsible for the Franco-Prussian 
War; which he traces in its origin to Count Bismark’s celebrated re- 
mark, that nations were no longer to be governed by majorities, but by 
the force of “iron and blood.” This phrase “iron and blood,” was, indecd, 
originally used by the German lyric poet Mosen, and in endeavouring to 
fastenit in its full significance on Count Bismark, “ Scrutator” involved 
himself in a controversy with Professor Max Muller in the columns of 
The Times. Many persons thought that the Professor had the best of 
the argument at the time, and it is certainly to be regretted, for the 
sake of fairncss, that the present author should now have reproduced 
his own lucubrations, with additions and modifications, but without 
placing beside them the arguments with which they were met by his 
opponent. Nevertheless, for those who like to hear one side of a story, 
the present book will have a special interest ; and, so long as they do 
not listen to che representations of the other party, it is quite likely 
that they may be persuaded that the Hohenzollern candidature was 
got up by Count Bismark with his eyes wide open to all the conse- 
quences that have followed—that the French Government really de- 
sired a pacific solution of the difficulty—and that Count Bismark’s 
deliberate intention to provoke a war with France is proved by his 
rejection of repeated offers to join in a policy of mutual disarmament. 
All this, together with its corollary, that. Count Bismark requires 
French territory, not aga security against French aggressiveness, but as 
@ means of keeping up the military system of Prassia, and keeping 
down German Liberalism, it is the object of the present book to show. 

England Rendered Impregnable. By H.A.1.., the Old Shekarry. 
London: Rivingtons.—This is a practical and earnest treatise on our 
military strength as it is and as it ought to be. According to the 
atthor'’s idea, the complete military establishment of Great Britain, as 
it ought to be when put on a war fvoting, should compris: 183,600 
Regular Forces of the Line, 255,600 Militia, and 244,200 Voluntvers. 
Of this force 71,900 soldiers should be maintained in India, where, 
also, according to our author's views, & preponderating strength in 
artillery should also be kept, besides a native army of 210,000 men. 
These figures will perhaps give an idea of the general scope of the 
writer's estimates ; and, in treating of the Navy, it will be found that 
he is not less earnest in recommending additions to our strength. 
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The work strikes the unprofessional reader as being thoughtful and 
practical, and is well illustrated by maps and engravings of the scenes 
and accessories of war. It is a book which will be certain to be read‘ 
with interest, and may be productive of the best kind of benefit—se- 
curity—if its suggestions are carefully weighed: 

The February number of the Phair contains a further instalment 
of Mr. Carroll's ‘‘ Cure for Jealousy,” and another interesting transla- 
tion—‘‘ A Ballad on Tea-picking ’’—rendered into English metre by 
Mr. Mercer. The veraes are supposed to express the thoughts of a 
Chinese girl working in the tea-fields, and by no means satisfied with 
her employment. This is what she says of the foreign lady who is to 
drink the tea which she has picked :— 

And yet the thought arises—who 
Shall the pretty maiden be 
To put the leaves in her jewelled cup, 
From that cup to drink my tea? 
Her griefs all fice as shy makes the tea, . 
And she is giad, but oh! 
Whence shall she learn the toils of us 
Who labour for her so? 
And shall she know of the winds that blow, 
And the rains that nour their wrath, 
And drench and soak us throuch, as though 
We wero plunged into a bath ? 
Giving Mr. Mercer credit for the faithful preservation of the sense of 
his original, we are bound to admit that we think the toil of transiat- 
ing thirty stanzas of this kind are‘scarcely repaid by the result. 
The present number also contains contributions by Mr. Swinhoe, Dr. 
Campbell, and Mr. Hodson, in continuation of previous papers, and 
a graphic description of the “End of the Mussalman Fast at Christ~ 
mas,” by a Calcutta correspondent. 

In the course of the late war a clever squib was published under 
the title of The Fight in Dame Europa's School: How the German 
Roy Beat the French Boy, and how the English Boy Looked on. This 
little production was attended with such remarkable popularity that 
it is said that not less than 75,000 copies of it were sold. It has 
naturally produced a host of imitations (several of which are before 
ua). Pious William and Dame Eurona's School has the peculiarity 
of being not only versitied, but set fo music by the author, who calls 
himeelf “Clarion.” We do not know how his production may sing, 
but it certainly reads dully enough. Here is another extraordinary 
fruit of the same fertile occasion—An Ode to England. This“ poem” 
commences with the following independent rhyme :— 

Lo! where Despotiam siceeps 
Like the Angel of Helipse; 
and apostrophising England, exclaims :— 


Call thy lion-hearts and lead 'em 
To confront the foes of Freedom. 


A Widely Different Account of the Fight, Young John Bull's Letter to 
his Grandmother, and The Public School, showing how it Fared with 
Johnny after he ran away from Dame Europa’s, are three more vae 
riations of the idea of the original brochure. It is an old charge 
against writers of this kind that “if they get hold of a good thing, 
they never know when to have done with it’’—as Sheridan says of the 
actors who fire three morning guns in The Critic. 

The Antipodes and Round the World. By Alice M. Frere (Mrs.: 
Godfrey Clerk). London: Hatchards.—An unaffected and gracefal 
narrative of a journev which the accomplished authoress performed 
through Australia, New Zealand, Ceylon, China, Japan and California, 
in company with her father, on the occasion of his relinquishing the 
Government of Bombay. ‘The writer has great powers ot description, 
and a vivacious style, which she makes the medium of conveying a 
great deal of valuable information and reflection; the book is very 
handsomely got up, and illustrated with some good plates. 

Tales of the Civil Wars. Bv the Rev. H.C. Adams, M.A., Vicar 
of Dry Sandford. London: Routledge.—This well got-up volame 
contains two interesting stories—“ The Boy Cavaliers,” and “ Friend 
or Foe.” The scene of both is laid in the time of the Civil Wars, and, 
if not decidedly novel in conception or character, they aboand in in- 
cidents well connect2d, and told in a atyle that cannot fail to rivet the 
young reader's attention. 

The Franco-@Geraan War. By Sir J. G. Tollemache Sinclair. 
London: Trubner and Co., is a little work of very different stamp, 
and of very great value. It is neither more nor Icss than a short view 
of the c1uses, events, and consequences of the war, set forth with clear- 
nese.and impartiality in some seventy pages, from the personal ob- 
servation of the writer. We predict for this pamphlet a popularity 
which will rival that of many more pretentious works.

In the Second Chamber, since the East India Budyct was voted, not 
one matter has been discussed which excited any public interest or poli- 
tical feeling, By 42 against 13 votes the Bill was carried which reor- 
ganises the promotion and retirement of naval officers; during the 
debate it was much altered, and the Minister was even obliged to give 
up the fundamental! principle, Mr. Broex moved that promotion should 
take place according to the selection of the Minister, but the Chamber 
was of opinion that the present system of seniority ought to be main= - 
tained. A most important anendment was proposed by Mr. van Eck 
—viz., to abolish the stipulation by which naval officers are obliged to 
ask the Royal assent to their marriage. Notwithstanding much opposi« 
tion from Messrs. Storm and De Casenbroot, this amendment was care 
ried by.33 azainst 16 votes. The question now is whether this decision 
will be approved by the Upper Honse, which met the day before yester- 
day. The Budyet for the West Indies was not carried with the usual, 
haste. The plan of the Minister to introduce in these colonies 9 tax 
upon spirits, to take the place of the subsidy, which is now paid an- 
nually, created a somewhat warm discussion, finishing with the approval 
of the measure,

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The papers are still filled with the opinions of the Chambers of Com- 
merce on the revisal of the East India tariff. They nearly all recom- 
mend the maintenance of the differentia] duties for some years, and their 
gtadual abolition. There isa general protest against the proposal of 
the Minister to levy an export duty of 3 percent. on sugar. An address 
from Mr. J. Millard, C.S., from Amsterdam, strongly opposes this tax, 
which most decidedly will enormously injure the colonial sugar trade. 

The Oly/ftak spreads a rumour that Mr. Loudon, ex-Minister of the 
Colonial Department, will be appointed Governor-General when Mr. 
Myer repatriates. It is impossible to say whether this is well founded. 

The ironworks of Messrs. Paul van Viissingen and Dudok van Heel 
have been definitively reconstructed, Mr. van der Made being appointed 
manager.

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
CESSION OF DUTCH aia S ON THE COAST OF 
INEA. 

(Mar.27th.) Mr. Maawrac (L.) asked the Under Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs whether an arrangement had been entered into with the 
Government of the Netherlands for the cession by it to Great Britain of 
the Dutch possessions on the coast of Guinea ; and, if so, whether the 
arrangement was subject to the consent of Parliament before the pur- 
chase money was paid. 

Lord Enrietp said a convention had been signed, butgit was not yet 
ratified by the Dutch Chambers, by which certain ports on the coast. 
of Guinea adjacent to Britieh territory would be handed over to the 
British Government. There was, however, no question of purchase, 
and the sum of money required for the transfer of stores, &c., would be 
defrayed not out of the Imperial revenues, but out of the revenues of 
the British settlers. 

Mr. B. Cocurane (L.) asked if the proposed cession [was to be 
carried out without the consent of Parliament. 

Lord Enrrexp said that as the expense was to be borne by loca 
revenues, he did not think it would benecessary to ask for the consent 
of Parliament.

MR. T. T. COOPER'S OVERLAND JOURNEY FROM CHINA 
TO INDIA 


At a meeting of the Royal Geographical Society, on the 27th ult., a 
paper was read by Mr. T.T. Cooper, “ On the Chinese Province of Yunan 
and its Borders.” The author had traversed the western portion of 
this remote province in 1869, after his unsuccessful attempt to cross 
from the Upper Yangtsze to Assam. The mountainous country along 
the border was peopled by a number of separate barbarous tribes, more 
or less under the influence of the Chinese. The border country is 
wild, but the interior of Yunan is fertile and picturesque, and ex- 
ceedingly rich in agriculture and mines. All attempts made to open 
up a route between this fine province and our possessions in Burmah 
or Assam had hitherto been in vain. After the reading of the paper, 
the chairman read a most graphic and evidently truthful description 
of Western Yunan by Bishop Chauvcau, who had been for fifteen years 
resident as Roman Catholic missionary in this little known region. 
The chief city, Tali-fu, is situated on the shores of a beautiful lake, 
forty-five miles long by twelve to fifteen wide. The plain on ita 
western side formerly contained a population of upwards of 400,000 
souls. The climate is fine and healthy; copious harvests, excel- 
lent fish, fruits, and vegetables, good and numerous horses and 
mules, a kind and gay population—euch are some of its recommenda- 
tions. There are nine other great plains similar to that of Tali. The 
city is the centre of a great trade with all the surrounding popula- 
tions, and is the point whence starts the caravan trade with Burmah, 
which formerly passed by Momein to Bhamo, on the navigable part of 
the Irrawady. According to the Bishop the country had much dete- 
riorated since it had revolted, under the instigation of the Chinese 
Mahomedans of Yunan, against the Imperial authority. In the dis- 
cussion which followed Major Sladen, the commander of the late ex- 
pedition from Burmah to Yunan, confirmed the Bishop's statement 
that the natural route for trade was via Bhamo, and spoke favourably 
of the Mahomedan chiefs, who had received him in the most friendly 
Manner at Momein. Mr. A. Michie, of Shanghai, Dr. Barton (of the 
first Upper Yang-tsze expedition), and Mr. W. Lockhart (formerly re- 
sident in Peking), also spoke. All the speakers agreed in etating that 
English travellers met with good treatment and even welcome from 
the Chinese people, and that all opposition arose solely from the inte- 
rested and corrupt mandarin class. The following new Fellows were 
elected :—Commander John Charles Best, Mr. Joseph Cubitt, C.E., 
Mr. Francis Horne, Mr. Murdock, G. Maclaine, Dr. Hugh Martin 
Macpherson (Inspector-General of Hospitals), and Mr. William W. 
Vine (Navigating-Lieutenant R.N.). 


BANKERS’ CLAIMS ON BANKRUPTS' ESTATES. 

In the Bankruptcy Court an appeal has been heard against an order 
of the Judge of the Liverpool County Court, admitting a proof by the 
Chartered Bank of India, Australia, and China, for £10,012, against 
the estate of Messrs. Robinson Brothers, merchants, of Liverpool. 
It was stated that the Bank claimed to rank for the fall amount of 
certain bills accepted by the debtors, and collaterally secured by bills 
of trading for cotton and other produce, without giving credit for the 
value of the security. The Chief Judge confirmed this view and dis- 
missed the appeal. — 

Tue Right Rev. Dr. Claughton (late Bishop of Colombo) has been 
installed at St. Paul's Cathedral as a canon residentiary and Arch- 
deacon of London, in the place of the late Ven. Archdeacon Hale. ; 

Siz James Evpuinstone has delivered an address at the Westminster 
Palace Hotel, on the proposed plan to cut a channel for ships between 
India and Ceylon. 

DEMuLITION aND RECONSTRUCTION oF CoLomBo Fort.—The original 
sum of £30,000 set apart from the revenue of this colony for the con- 
struction of new barracks has increased by £10,000 since 1864, the 
increase being just sufficient to pay for the levelling of the landward 
defences. The new hospital, nearly finishe!, will cost about £6,000; 
the barrack block, in progress, £7,000 ; commanding officers’ quarters, 
£2,600 ; quarters for surgeon and assistant, near the hospital, £1,000; 
&c. From a block of houses, already sold, £5,001 has been derived, 
and a block of barracks is advertised at an upset price of £3,000. It 
is calculated that sales of buildings and grounds will bring the total 
available up to £70,000. When all the improvements are carricd out 
and the “ Fort” lighted with gas, Colombo will be really worth look- 
ing at architecturally. Thc beauty of its vegetation, its lake, and its 
sea, cannot be surpassed. It wants rising ground for scenic effect, bat 
the convenience of level roads is a great compensation.g§

THE SINGAPORE RAILWAY. 

WE intimated in February last that there was a near 

prospect of the long-talked-of railway between the town of 


Singapore and New Harbour being completed, but in a later 


issue we had to notice that its progress had been again inter- 
rupted through lack of unanimity among the parties inte- 
rested. We deprecated this on general grounds, and are in 
hopes that the approaching interview between the Secretary 
of State and the Governor of the colony will not only result 
in the formation of the railway in question, but likewise in 
the adoption of other measures which the present position 
of the colony seems to call for. The importance of Singapore 
since the opening of the Suez Canal has become more mani- 
fest, even for coaling purposes alone, situated, as it is, on the 
route to China and other countries which will be more availed 
of than hitherto, now that our vast trade promises at no dis- 
tant date to be carried on in steamers, instead of sailing ves- 
sels. In order to meet this traffic, the resources of the port will 
need to be fully developed, and nothing is more essential than 
the formation of improved means of communication between 
the wharves at New Harbour and the town itself. Our corre- 
spondent, “ A Merchant,” whose letters appear in our last and 
preent issue, takes wider views ; the convenience or the people 
as well as of trade would certainly be promoted by railway. 
communication with New Harbour, and we cannot doubt that 
there is room for field work in an island not unlike the Isle 
of Wight in size or form, luxurious in vegetation, with a fair 
soil, healthy climate, coupled with that great desideratum in 
the tropics, copious rains throughout the year. It certainly 
appears anomalous that more than half the area of such an 
island is still a jungle, and that the inhabitants of the town 
should have to rely largely on the Dutch ieland of Java for 
food supplies in daily use. 

This certainly redounds little to our national credit, al- 
though the trade of Singapore has now attained the annual 
value of ten millions sterling, and we cannot conceive any 
more likely means of removing this stigma than those sug- 
gested by “A Merchant,” whose observations, we trust, will 
receive that consideration which they undoubtedly merit, 
and which we trust will tend to remove some of the local 
jealousies and rivalries which seem to prevail to the evident 
prejudice of the publicinterest. It was announced last year 
that railways in India would in future be made by Govern- 
ment, and the Under Secretary of State lately intimated in 
Parliament that some of these lines were actually in pro- 
gress. The Australian and other colonial Governments, in- 
cluding Ceylon, are likewise constructing railways, and there 
seems to be no reason why this course should not be pur- 
sued by the local Government at Singapore ; on the contrary, 
it would apparently form a small, but excellent field for such 
an undertaking. It would be a self-supporting line from 
the first ; the profit obtained from the traffic of the New Har- 
bour section would cover the expense of working the line 
through that portien of the island which requires to be 
opened up, and it would include the European barracks 
situated at Tanglin, three miles inland from New Harbour, 
for which ready and economical communication with the 
town and shipping seems desirable. A correspondent, signing 
“Pp. W. A.,” whose letter appears in another column, holds 
different views, but we have no objection to give him a 
hearing. 

Tue Secretary of State for the Colonies has appointed Mr. 
Pore Hennessy, the present Governor of Labuan, to be Go- 
vernor of the Bahamas, and Mr. W. H. Renniz, formerly 
Auditor-General at Hong Kong, to be Lieutenant-Governor 
of St. Vincent. Nothing definite has transpired in reference 
to Sir Ricuarp MacDonngExv’s return to Hong Kong. 
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THE BLUE-BOOK ON THE CEYLON RAILWAY. 

Tue papers relating to the affairs of the Ceylon Raitway 
have just been presented to Purliament. The correspondence 
commences with the report to the end of 1867, showing the 
cost of construction, and closes with the statement of the 
receipts and working expenses of the line from Colombo to 
Kandy, from its opening in 1865 to the end of 1869, with 
the estimate for 1870. The Ceylon Railway is 75 miles 
long, single line; its formation width is 20 feet, 18 
feet in rock cuttings; gauge, 5 feet 6 inches; weight 
of rails, 72 lbs. per yard; length of incline, 12 miles ; 
ruling gradient on lower portion, 1 in 100; gradient 
of incline, 1 in 45 throughout. There are ten stations and 
eleven tunnels, the length of the longest tunnel being 365 
yards. The cost of the line, exclusive of interest on deben- 
tures and incidental expenses, amounted to £1,436,127, or 
about £19,148 per mile, a cost which is believed to be ex- 
tremely moderate, considering the rugged character of the 
country, the excessive unhealthiness of a large portion of it, 
and the fact that the labour of Ceylon is almost entirely im- 
ported. The working receipts of the line to June, 1868, the 
first half-year in which it was open throughout, were £74,102, 
of which £19,136 was from passenger, and £54,416 from goods 
traffic. For the same period the working expenses were 
£35,971. The total receipts for the year 1868 were 
£163,667. In 1869 they rose to £180,965 ; and in 1870 
the traffic manager estimates the probable further increase 
as likely to realise £212,300. The working expenses were, 
in 1868, £74,685. In 1869 they were reduced to £72,500. 
For 1870 they are estimated at £76,700. We have from 
time to time published these facts as they have transpired. 
It is, however, satisfactory to find that they are now officially 
confirmed, and that the prosperous results which were anti- 
cipated for the Ceylon Railway have been more than realised.

Mr. W. H. Fr Consul at 
Ningpo, has also obtained leave, and will leave ia April for 
England, via San Francisco.

Mr. MargHam and Mr. Swinuog, who lately left for Phanghai, 
will be available ; and Mr. Mayers, lately acting At Chefoo, 
will also be relieved of that post. Mr. CHatoner ALABASTER, 
we believe, proceeds shortly to his post of Vicg-Consul at 
Shanghai. Mr. W. E. Kine, who left China on’ leave some 
months since, has not yet arrived in London. Messrs. H. L. 
Bickmore, G. Brown, J. H. Gupsins, and E. B. Paun have 
been appointed to be student interpreters in: Japan. Sir 
Harry Parkes, from Japan, and Sir Harry ORD, from Sin- 
gapore, are expected in London to-day. 
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SHIP CHANNEL BETWEEN INDIA AND CEYLON 

At acrowded meeting of the East India Association, held on 
the 2lst ult, at the Westminster Hotel, Sir James Elphinstone 
gave a description of the proposed plan for cutting a channel for 
ships between India and Ceylon, with many interesting details 
that were not mentioned in the recent debate, when Sir James 
brought the matter before Parliament. Sir James said that the 
subject of cutting through a point of land in the district of 
Madura, in the Madras Presidency, to connect the Gulf of Manas 
with Pulk’s Bay was first brought to his notice by the late Cap- 
tain Ethersay, of the Indian Navy, who surveyed the locality, 
and that he visited the spot in 1842 and in 1844. Since that time 
trade at Ceylon had been wonderfully developed, and passenger 
trade to that extent that 86000 passengers passed down in the 
direction he spoke of last year. The present channel, called the 
Paumben, being shaped like a snake, was not suited to ships of 
the present time, because long ships could not easily go through 
a crooked channel. The proposed work is about 100 miles to the 
eastward of Cape Comorin. By cutting through 250 or 300 yards 
of sandbank it would give access to a harbour of sixteen 
square miles, with an anchorage of from 24ft. to 36ft. and 
perfectly smooth. The estimated cost of the proposed work 
was £90,000, and the channel could be kept clear at a small 
annual cost. One of the benefits arising from this would 
be that vessels could coal in the harbour or at jetties out- 
side. A saving of 750-miles would be effected on the double 
journey. which meant something like 4 per cent. on ship expenses. 
In considering the question in reference to the Suez Canal, they 
must recollect that the whole of their East India trade had been 
revolutionised, so that for the future it must bea steam trade. 
Among those present were Sir J. D. Hay, M.P., Sir Thomas 
Bazley, M.P., Sir Arthur Cotton, Mr. B. Smith, M.P., and a num- 
ber of gentlemen interested in Indian matters. All the speakers 
were unanimous as to the desirableness of opening up this com- 
munication, and it was resolved to bring the matter before the 
Government and the Chambers of Commerce of England. It is, 
however, only right to mention that the opinion of practical men 
is by no means agreed on this point. We have been assured by a 
most experienced captain in the P. and 0. Company, that the pro- 
posed channel might assist the coasting trade; but it would be of 
no use to large steamers. Vessels of 2,000 tons could not possibly 
go through it, especially at the time when they would have to en- 
counter the south-west monsoon. 








THE NEW RUSSIAN STEAM COMPANY.—BETWEEN 
ODESSA AND HANKOW. 

Ws have already called the attention of our readers to the 
arrangements recently made in Russia for the establishment 
of a direct trade between that country and China. by way of 
the Suez Canal. The pioneers of the line, the Tchihatchoff 
and Nachimof,, two fine iron screw steamers (equal in size, 
quality, and speed to the Achilles and Ajax of Holt’s line), 
will load at Hankow for Odessa in June next. The steamers 
are owned by the “ Russian Steam Navigation and Trading 
Co.,” a rich and powerful corporation, much favoured by 
the Imperial family, and enjoying a large yearly subsidy 
from the Russian Government. The captains are experienced 
officers of the Imperial Navy, the management of the com- 
pany hitherto has been excellent, and no pains will be spared 
to make the establishment of the new line permanent and 
successful. We understand that these two steamers, which 
together will carry about four million pounds of tea, have 
been promised full return freights to Odessa by the Moscow 
merchants engaged in the tea trade, at £6 per ton of 40 
cubic feet. There are seventy Russian firms, some of them 
very wealthy, engaged in the tea trade, and the Imperial 
Government has requested them to support the new line of 
packets and direct trade; and there is no doubt but that 
henceforward Russia will draw its supplies of tea from China 
direct to a great extent, though not exclusively, unless it be 
found possible to stop the large smuggling business between 
-Konigsberg and the Russian frontier towns. It is said that 
the Imperial Government has under consideration plans 
likely to cope efficiently with the smuggling trade, and to 
suppress it thoroughly. The Kiachta trade, which has been 
dwindling away for four or five years past, will, however, be 
now exclusively confined to the supply of Asiatic Russia, 

The tea trade of Russia is of much greater importance 
than is generally supposed. The returns of the Imperial 
Customs are quite fallacious. We know that the quantity 
passed through Kiachta has always been vastly in excess of 
the official return ; chests of tea often pay duty as if half. 
chests, and 500 Ib. packages as if 300 lbs. or 400 lbs. The 
weight of tea smuggled across the Russian frontier yearly 
is considerable, and the statement that one-third of the en- 


tire import into Russia pays no duty at all is probably 
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within the mark. The consumption of tea in European 
Russia, therefore, can only be conjectured, and the general 
estimate that it amounts to fifty millions of pounds yearly 
(exclusive of brick tea) may be accepted as moderate and 
probable. A rapid increase of demand may be looked for, 
as European Russia, thanks to the new and magnificent sys- 
tem of railway communication now nearly complete, is be- 
coming very rich and prosperous, and all Russians, from 
tchinovniks to moujiks, are passionately fond of tea. As 
the opening of the direct tea trade between Russia and China 
under such favourable auspices, the consequent increased 
competition in China, and probable decreased demand in 
London for the Russian market, are matters of great im- 
portance to the English merchants engaged in the trade, 
we desire to offer a few remarks to our readers. 

The loading of the two steamers of the new line will bring 
about a change of some importance to the English tea 
traders. The first two cargoes will be almost entirely drawn 
from the stocks of first crop Congous, which will be on the 
Hankow market in the first days of June ; for the fine Hu- 
nan teas formerly sent by caravan via Kiachta, but which 
in future will in great part be sent from Hankow to Odessa, 
cannot be ready for shipment before the middle of Jaly. 
These very fine teas are of late growth, and their prepara- 
tion for export is slowly and carefully made, so that the 
cargoes of the Nachimof and Tchihatchof will consist of 
the first crop Oonam, Oopack, and Ningchow teas, which 
in past times would have been shipped to London. The 
English traders should, therefore, consider the probabilities 
of greatly increased competition for the best firat crop 
teas in Hankow, and the loss of much of the Russian 
demand in London. Our remarks apply principally to the 
Hankow market, as hitherto there has been little or no com- 
petition between Russian and English merchants for the fine 
Fohkein teas, which sell in Russia at very high prices, and 
have been exclusively bought by Russian merchants in 
China. It should be said that hitherto the Moscow tea 
merchants have not been satisfied with their imports of 
sea-borne tea, which is known in Russia as “Canton”. 
tea. “ Most of the Hankow tea imported into Russia has 
been, by reason of too hasty preparation for export, 
and consequent imperfect curing, deficient in keeping 
quality. We have seen in Russia first crop Oopacks of the 
best chops, which had left Hankow in the month of June, yet 
were soft and out of condition in the following April. Now, 
the Russian caravan teas, like the Assam Congous, will 
keep good, sound, and crisp for three or four years. Al- 
though so many losses have been suffered by English and 
Russian tea merchants in consequence of the imperfect ouring 
of Hankow teas and frequent admixture of old with new 
leaf, we fear that unless unusual precautions are taken in the 
coming season the increased competition which we may ex- 
pect for the early teas will cause the carelessness and fraudu- 
lent packing complained of to be rather perpetuated than 
ended. It is said that in the year 1873 this company’s 
steamers will load and unload at Sevastopol, and not at 
Odessa. Sevastopol is a very fine port, always open, and the 
railways now near to completion will give it great advantages 
for the traffic between North and South Russia and the rich 
countries bordering the Azov and Caspian. 

The establishment of this newline of steamers deserves con- 
sideration also in regard to the probable development of im- 
portant markets in China for Russian manufactares. The 
rapid extension of Russian manufacturing enterprise is start- 
ling to observers. Thanks to the commercial policy of the 
Imperial Government, which encouraged, by a system of 
temporary differential duties, the establishment in Russia of 
cotton and woollen mills, iron works, machine factories, &c., 
the great natural resources of the country have been turned 
to good account, and the native manufacturers have generally 
prospered, so much go that in a short time they will be able 
to hold their own, even without the aid of high tariffs, against 
foreign competitors. From the first we may look for a notable 
growth of trade in woollen goods between Russia and China. 
The Moscow millowners’ productions are much liked in 
China. The Russian cloths are of excellent quality, and in 
material, fashion, width, and colour, are made to suit Chi- 
nese requirements. It is to be regretted that the Ycrkshire 
manufacturers are not equally watchful of the market. The 
English woollen trade with China is in an unsatisfactory 
condition ; the Spanish stripes, long ells, and camlets sent 
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by us in such large quantites rarely pay the shippers a profit 3 
more frequently the goods are sold at a loss. The woollen 
trade with China deserves the intelligent attention of English 
manufacturers, especially as we may be certain that there 
will be a greatly increased export of Russian woollens to 
China henceforth. It is not likely that much, nor, indeed, 
any, cotton fabrics will be sent from Russia to China, as the 
great mills of St. Petersburg, Narva, and Moscow, even if 
they doubled or trebled their present rate of production, 
could not supply the home Russian demand for the excellent 
calicoesand other cloths made. We are informed it is likely 
that a large quantity of the fine steel and iron of South 
Russia will be sent to Canton and the Yangtze ports by the 
direct steamers. At present a considerable quantity of the 
fine Perm steel and charcoal iron is sent to China by caravan, 
and, notwithstanding high costs of carriage, the sales. made 
in China are almost uniformly profitable to the Russian 
merchants. 


MINERAL RESOURCES OF CHINA. 

No geographical discovery of modern times is likely to 
have such important bearings upon Asia and Europe as the 
recent disclosure of the immense mineral resources of China, 
and yet perhaps no fact of equal significance has attracted 
less attention. After Lord Exem’s treaty and Sir Hope 
Grant's army had opened up China, our countrymen, on 
reaching Peking, found excellent coal in general use in all 
directions. Mr. R. PUMPELLY was invited to investigate the 
subject ; and accordingly in company with an interpreter he 
visited the mines on the west of Peking during the winter 
and spring of 1863-4. He gave two reports—the one pre- 
liminary, the other elaborate, and published in extenso in the 

- “Smithsonian Contributions to Knowledge” for 1867. In 
this district he found a vast field of coal, bituminous and an- 
thracite, of superior quality. In the Quarterly Review 
(April, 1866, p. 446), in an article on “Coal,” the writer 

Having examined coal from nearly every part of the world, we have 
seen no steam coal superior to that from the neighbourhood of Peking, 
where there is a field of one hundred miles in extent. 

Mr. WILLiaMson also threw considerable light on this 
subject. In his journeys in Shantung, Shansi, Manehuria, 
and other places, he came upon immense coal-fields, an ac- 
count of which, is found in his volumes. Baron RIcHTHOFEN 
followed up the discoveries of these gentlemen. Engaged in 
the survey of the Western States of America, he heard of the 
coal-fields of China, and came over with the view of placing 
his great scientific skill at the disposal of the Chinese Go. 
vernment. His services were declined. He made several 
journeys on his own account, and ultimately was employed 
by the Shanghai Chamber of Commerce to investigate the 
mineral resources of the country. Preliminary reports have 
already appeared. He has found not only all the published 
statements true, but made great additions to our knowledge. 
In the province of Hunan he has discovered a magnificent 
coal-field of no less. than 21,000 miles in extent. Of this 
he says :— 

The inclined position of the strata makes mining tolerably easy. The 
situation is no less advan us. Many mines are worked close to the 
river side, and at little distances from it there is thus direct water com- 
munication with Haukow. The coal in this district is all anthracite ;1 
think it will compare favourably with the best kinds of anthracite known. 

In his last journey he found another coal-field near J uchow, 
about twenty-three miles broad, having seams ranging in 
thickness from six to eight feet. Not far from the city of 
Honan-Foo he came on a third of considerable extent, with 
seame varying from six to eighteen feet. At Tai-Hang Shan 
he estimated the quantity of coal produced, even by their 
rude methods, at between 200,000 and 300,000 tons an- 
nually. He then entered Shan-Si, and confesses himself 
perfectly amazed at the extent and quality of the coal-fields 
ofthat province. He says that as far as he knows they are 
not equalled in the whole world. He speaks of the remark- 
able simplicity of structure, and calculates their ‘area at 
somewhat about 30,000 square miles. The coal formation 
in this province is about 500 feet in thickness, and many 
of the coal beds 30 feet thick. He also remarks that car- 
boniferous strata lie far above the level of the plain, so that 
railways or tramways could be carried right into the seams 
in the mountains, and load on the spot. He admits the dis- 
advantage of being so far from the sea or water communica. 
tion, but asserts that the superiority of the Shan-Si coal over 
the coal near Peking will more than counter-balance the 
extra expense of carriage. The present disturbed state 
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of’ China has pat an end to his investigations for 
the present; amd we are thus left without any ace 
count from actual observation: of the coal-fields in Weat- 
2rn and Southern China. In lieu of this we have the next 
best authority. Mr. Pumpenty took the trouble to employ 
Chinese scholars to investigate native books in reference to 
minerals. Fortunately, these are numerous and accurate, 
every department and district—t.c., “ foo” and “ hien” having 
ita own gazetteer. By the help of his secretary he examined 
over one thousand volames. Taking the information con- 
tained in them in connection with observations of European 
travellers, he made a hypothetical map of China proper, 
showing the position and extent of the various formations, 
The correctness of this map has been verified in several in- 
stances, and may be taken, at all events, as a good approx- 
imation of the geological structure of the country ; and what 
a stirring tale it tells! The disclosures are perfectly astound- 
ing. He shows that under everyone of the eighteen pro- 
vinces—each of which, be it remembered, is as large as 
Great Britain—there are large deposits of coal, in some in- 
stances the coal underlying nearly the whole area. To bring 
out the extent of the coal-fields as clearly as possible, we 
shall make a tabulated comparison between them and those 
of Europe. 


In the official catalogue of the Great Exhibition (vol. 1, p. 
181), Professor Anstgp gives the undernoted as the coal 
area of the following countries :—British Islande, 12,000 
square miles; France, 2,000 ; Belgium, 520 ; Spain, 4,000 i: 
Prussia, 1,200; Bohemia, 1,000. Total, 20,720. Place 
this side by side with what we actually know of China: 
—The Province of Hunan, 21,000 square miles; the Pro- 
vince of Shan-si, 30,000; the Provinces of Chib-li, Shan- 
tung and Southern Manohuria,* 84,000. Calculations based 
on Mr. Pumpgiuy’s map:—The Province of Sz-chuen, say 
70,000; the Province of Shen-si, 25,000 ; the Province of 
Kan-sub, 20,000 ; the Province of Ho-nan, 10,000 ; the Pro- 
vince of Kwei-Chow, 14,000; the Province of Kwangyai, 
13,000 ; the Province of Kwang-tung, 23,000 ; the Province 
of Hupeh, 5,000 ; the Province of Fuh-Kien, 25,000; the 
Province of Cheh-Kiang, 6,000 ; the Province of Kiang-Si, 
35,000 ; the Province of Ngan-Whui, 4,000 ; the Province 
of Kiang-Su, 4,000 ; the Province of Yu-N: an,t 20,000. Total, 
419,000 square miles. These figures are most extraordinary, 
and yet we have kept within Mr. Pumpenry’s indications. 
For instance, the area of Sz-Chuen is 166,800 square miles. 
He represents nearly the whole area as belonging to the coal 
measures, with a narrow fringe round the edge as Devonian 
Limestone, while we have set down the coal districts as a 
great deal leas than the half of the area. We do not know 
to what extent these latter coal-fields are capable of economical 
mining, nor the quality of the coal ; but j udging from what 
is known, and taking it in connection with the remarks of 
stray travellers, we have reason to believe that the coal is 
equal to that of the North, and its situation in many places 
quite as easy of acoess. 

But making all due allowance, this is a most extraordinary 
revelation. Here we have in Hunan a coal-field larger than 
the aggregate of the coal-fields of the greatest coal-producing 
countries in Europe ; in Shan-Si another coal-field, one and 
a-half times larger than that aggregate ; while in the other 
parts of North China we have coal-fields seven times greater 
than all the coal districts in Great Britain, and so on with the 
other provinces. Or looking at it in another light, we have 
419,000, or nearly half-a-million of square miles of coal in China. 
This is sufficiently startling, but there is another fact connected 
with this matter which adds tremendously to the import of 
these figures. Side by side with all the coal-fields explored 
are iron ores and iron stone of all descriptions ; and most 
remarkable of all, the commonest in North China is the 
black oxide of iron—true magnetic iron ore. So exten- 
sively does this prevail that the natives use only this variety 
in the preparation of their iron utensils ; and pass by fields 
of other iron ore and iron stone, which would be perfect 
fortunes to manufacturers in our own country. The writer 
speaks of what he has seen, for he has picked this iron ore 
out of the ground, found it to contain from 60 to 80, and 85 
per cent. of pure iron, and placing it among needles found it 
a magnet of the most powerful description.

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THE SINGAPORE MARKET GARDEN RAILWAY. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

8m,—The card which I enclose will, I think, in your opinion 
authorise my saying that, in common with most old residents in 
Singapore, I still feel a deep interest in its welfare. I mention 
this lest the criticisms I may have to make on the letter of “A 
Merchant,” in your issue of the 24th inst.,should be taken as con- 
ceived in a spirit hostile to the Settlement. 

Your correspondent appeals to all connected with the Straits to 
assist in finding means to construct a line of railway from one 
end of New Harbour, via Tanglin Barracks, to the coast opposite 
Johore, and he encourages them to carry out his suggestion by a 
reference to the success which has attended the establishment of 
the Singapore Railway Company. I am bound to say, after a care- 
ful study of his letter, that leas real inducement for the invest- 
ment of ba er than appears in it could scarcely be offered. 

“A Merchant ” discusses the subject in both a sentimental and 
practical mood. To avoid trespassing too much on your space, I 
will note as briefly and categorically as possible the points he 
makes under each head. 

Sentimentally, then, the island isabundantly watered, its coasts 
are teeming with fish, but, alas, how few villages it contains! 
Sad that, except in the neighbourhood of the city, the land 
should continue in a state of luxuriant jungle! Sad that along 
the dusty road the poor coolie must “wend his solitary way !” 
Is it too much to expect that we will “ come forward ” with the 
“ comparatively small amount ” required to enable him to travel 
third class at least? All this is very impressive, and I shall 
leave it to commend itself to the more poetical of your readers. 

Practically the trade of Singapore has doubled during the past 

een years. Tangible securities in the settlement command 
twelve per cent. interest. Vegetables and poultry are at present 
very dear. The market for them is dependent on distant places 
for its supplies. The shipping in the harbour is scantily supplied 
with beef. The cost of convict labour, if supplied by Govern- 
ment, would be speedily recouped them in a saving of carriage 
to the European barracks. 

Trade in Singapore has vastly increased: granted—but it is 
fast centering at New Harbour, a district which we know is 
to have immediate railway communication with the town. Se- 
eurities command 12 per cent.—tangible securities—but land, 
unless perpetually attended to, is worth little more than no- 
thimg. I can see the face of an investor as he came to fore- 
close a mortgage on a large extent of “ Lalang.” Cabbages and 
fowl are more expensive than “A Merchant” could wish, but, 
from my remembrance, I should say they are not much dearer 
than in London. The amount of fresh beef consumed daily 
among the shipping in the harbour, allowing each man one pound 
+ per diem, would aggregate, say,2 cwt. (without bone). As to 
the advantage to be gained by Government from a railway be- 
tween the townand Tanglin, I am not able to offer an opinion, 
but if they think such a line needful it is for them to construct it. 
We must be content with the capabilities of Singapore as they 
are, not as they appear in the dreams of your able correspondent. 
The Settlement is simply an entrepot of commerce for the Archi- 
pelago, Asa mineral country it is valueless until the supplies 


of iron-stone elsewhere are exhausted. An agricultural country | 


it can never be. The land is poor, and the sure successor of 
cleared jungle is the curse of “ Lalang” grass. 

We may be quite sure that in a thriving and enterprising 
colony railway communication will not be long in coming when 
need of it appears. Witness the fact of its successful commence- 
ment, to which your correspondent appeals, and the rumour that 
a second line is to be constructed from the town to New Harbour. 
“ Railways make traffic’—So they do, but they must have eome- 
thing to make it out of. They must connect places of importance 
or they must pass through a country rich in something of value. 
Does the line which we are called on to support prefix either of 
these requirements? Will it bring produce to the town? No— 
for that can and ever will be brought along the calm waters of 
the Straits to Singapore, at far less cost than it could come by 
land carriage.—I am, Sir, your obedient servant, P.W. A.

THE CHINA DEBATE. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ GLOBE.” 

Sm,—In the discussion on Chinese affairs in the House of Lords 
last Friday three noble lords warmly supported “the policy of the 
Government ;’’ but it is not so easy to gather from the debate what 
that policy really is. The immediate question under discussion was 
the massacre of Europeans at Tientsin last June, and Lord Carnarvon 
very clearly showed from the Blue book lately published that justice 
had not overtaken the guilty parties, that Her Majesty's Government 
had been vainly scolding and threatening the Chinese Government for 
six months, and had, according to the Chargé d'Affaires, been made a 
fool of. Instead of answering this—which was indeed unanswerable 
—Lord Granville discoursed on other topics, explaining that certain 
habits of the Chinese would take an immense time to eradicate, 
—among them presumably that of killing foreigners—and that our 
daty is patience and tolerance of these habits; and he connected the 
Tientsin Mazsacre with some unspecified, but in his view very repre- 
hensible, practices of the Roman Cutholic missionaries. Earl Grey 
went a step further, and Jaboured toshow that the Chinese were per- 
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fectly justified in their hatred to foreigners, and brought in the 
coolie traffic from the south of China az a set-off against the mas- 
sacre in the north. It might be sufficient to answer Earl Grey that 
the hostility which he endeavoured to describe, to account for, and 
to justify, exists only in his imagination; were it real, no European 
could live a day in China. 

Let us, however, try to extract from Lord Granville’s speech what 
the policy of the Government is. The practice of keeping a ship of 
war at the Consular ports is in s general way condemned, and their 
lordships were amused by his allasion to a supposed mania of consuls 
to see men-of war close to their houses. This was Q propos to a re- 
quest by Consul Lay, of Tientsin, to have a gunboat there—a request 
preferred before the occurrence of the massacre. In another part of 
his speech, however, Lord Granville took credit to himself for doi 
what Mr. Lay had been laughed at for asking: the only practical 
difference being that whereas the one gunboat Mr. Lay asked for, if 
onthe spot on the 20th June, would have prevented the massacre, 
the flotilla that came in July was merely a shutting of the stable-door 
when the horse was stolen. The question is whether this lesson is to 
be of any use in the future. What people want to know is, in the 
event of an outrage being apprehended again, would the policy of the 
Government be to wait until persons were slaughtered and then send 
the gunboat, or send her a day or two beforehand, even at the risk of 
gratifying the desire of a consul ¢ 

On one point Lord Granville was quite intelligible—in his state- 
ment of the policy of Her Majesaty’s Government to refer all matters 
of dispute or outrage in China to the Central Government at Peking, 
and to seek redress for injury from them alone. This, as was well 
said by Lord Salisbury, is unexceptionable as an ideal policy, but there 
may nevertheless be practical inconveniences attending too rigid an 
adherence to it. Lord Elgin and Sir F. Bruce were referred to ag 
having originated this policy ; but it should not be forgotten that Sir 
F. Bruce, after three years’ trial—as did his successor, Sir R. Alcock, 
after five years’—emphatically pronounced it a failure; for in no one 


| case out of the scores ‘‘referred” was any satisfaction ever obtained 


from the Central Government. Peking is thoroughly understood 
to bea diplomatic limbo. The powerful and active enemies of fo- 
reigners in China like nothing better than the reference to Peking, 
for it is to them plenary indulgence for any aggression they may set 
on foot either on foreign person or property. What they want, above 
all things, is an assurance that proceedings against them will not go 
farther than Peking—and the speech of Lord Granville, which will in 
six weeks be translated into Chinese, is admirably calculated to give 
that assurance; and when that degree of confidence is attained we 
shall not have long to wait for occasions for the display of that “ tole- 
rance” under outrage which Lord Granville recommends as the be- 
coming spirit for British subjecta in China. 

If this be ‘‘ the policy of the Government” se enthusiastically 
applauded by the Duke of Somerset and Earl Grey, then God help them. 
whose lives and fortunes are at its mercy !—I am, yours faithfully,

THE HONG KONG GAMBLING QUESTION. 
~The Pall Mall Gazette remarks that the licensed gambling-house 
system at Hong Kong, referred to in the House of Commons by Mr. 
Bowring, more nearly affects the Legislature of this country than is 
generally imagined. The impression is almost universal, and waa 
even shared by the late Lord Clarendon when Foreign Minister, 
that Hong Kong is nothing more to us than a treaty port of China,, 
and is therefore entirely beyond our jurisdiction. It is this igno- 
rance which has allowed large revenues derived from several very 
questionable sonrces to be annually collected in that colony with- 
out comment or remark. Until lately a considerable income 
was derived from the licences granted to brothels, and for the 
last three years the Government of the colony has been in re- 
ceipt of upwards of £50,000 a-year from the tax levied on gambling- 
houses. By a Parliamentary return we learn that during the years 
1868-1869 the tax imposed of seven per cent. on moneys won 
at the licensed gambling-tables yielded a gross sum of $373,616, 
by which it is to be inferred that upwards of a million saris 
changed hands within those periods. A further calculation, which . 
shows that this sum was an aggregate of the moneys staked by daily 
averages of 14,631 players, proves that every eighth inhabitant—men, 
women, and children, European and Chinese included—was a fre~ 
quenter of these “‘hells.” The result of thus encouraging gambling 
among our Chinese subjects has been most pernicious. Scarcely a 
gession passed, as was lately remarked by the Chiof Justice of the 
colony from the bench, without one or more cases being brought into 
court in which Chinese employés are charged with having robbed their 
European masters to made good their gaming losses. ‘‘ It is of con- 
stant occurrence,” said the same authority recently, addressing a 
Chinaman found guilty of passing a forged bank-note at a gaming 
table, ‘‘ that victimes suffer as criminals for the seductions of the gam- 
ing-tables.” The losses annually sustained both by private individuals 
and firms in consequence of the gambling propensities of their em- 
ployés are so ‘large that the consideration is at length forced upon 
them whether it may not be economy on their part to purchase in- 
creased honesty in their servants by raising a tax of an equal amount 
with that derived from gambling-houses on some more legitimate 
principle. 

The Globe says there has always been a taint of immoralily about 
the Government of Hong Kong. The proximity of the mainland of 
China and the evil communications of the mandarins have corrupted 
the good manners of the colonial authorities, who have been in the 
habit for years of farming out the licence to gamble in the colony to 
the highest bidder. By the mail just arrived we learn that the annual 
licence was put up to auction by the Government at the beginning of 
the year, and that the privilege was purchased by Ho Ahsik for 15,800 
dollars per month, or about £40,000 a-year. Thissum is considerably 
above that received last year, so that it is plain gambling is on the 
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increase ; and it is evidently the interest of the Government that it 
should be, although it is directly opposed to the well-being of both the 
foreign and native residents, who have been driven to seek to repair 
the losses met with at the gambling-table by thieving. The natives 
are now at last beginning to perceive the baneful effects of a system 
by which a sum of about £70,000 a-year—the approximate coet of 
keeping up the gambling-houses, including the tax payable to Go- 
vernment and the profits of the farmer—is drawn from their pockete, 
and, with an energy which reflects shame on the English merchants, 
are getting up a petition for presentation to the Colonial-office, pray- 
ing that licensed gambling may be abolished from the colony. That 
such a system, entailing as it does so much crime and violence, should 
have been allowed to exist for so long is a diegrace to our colonial 
legislation ; and we trust that when the matter is brought before the 
House of Commons, as it most surely will be, a speedy end will be put 
to it. 

It is reported (says the Echo) that the Chinese community in Hong 
Kong have petitioned Her Majesty’s Government to put a stop to the 
gambling-house system existing in that colony under the protection 
of the law, and producing a revenue of $15,800 a month, or nearly 
£40,000 a year. If this be true, we hope Englishmen will take to 
heart the deserved rebuff administered to our Christian colonists by 
the poor benighted heathen. Of course, where we civilised people 
are, en famille, with no barbarians looking on, we can do as we like, 
at Baden or at Tatteraall’s ; but self-respect should teach us not to 
disgust Chinamen with our immorality. 





PROPOSED OCEAN TELEGRAPHS. 
(NEW YORK TIMES.) 

The very interesting report presented to the Chamber of Commerce 
by Mr. Ruggles deals s0 exhaustively with the general cundition of ocean 
telegraphy, and the prospects of success held out by a cable uniting 
Eastern Asia with our Pacific shore, that it almost seems hy percritical to 
point out omissions. There are, however, 3evcral points left untouched 
to which public attention might advantageously be directed. Mr. 
Ruggles gives us the totals representing the relative commercial inter- 
course between the United States and Europe ani the seaports of “ the 
- Pacific and Indian Oceans.” But he omits to point out the enormous 
and in some cases 'preponderating increase of direct trade by vessels 
under the American flug with the seaports of China and Japan, Thus, 
we find that during 1869 the carrying trade of Hunkow, the great 
emporium of Central China, and without doubt fated some day to take 
the lead of its older rival, Shanghai, showed a lurge excess in favour o. 
American vessele. The steam navigation of that noble river, the Yang- 
taze- Kiang, is almost solely in American hands, the well-known house 
of Russell and Co, managing, and to a large extent owning, the vessels 
of the Shanghai Steam Navigation Company, which, recently amalga- 
mated with a rival line, controls the freight and passenger traffic of six 
hundred miles of riverine navigation. American interests are scarcely 
less prominently represented in the various coartal lines which make 
Shanghai and Hong Kong their headquarters, and a similar remark ap- 
plies to the communication with Japan, which (apart from the Pacitic 
Mail Company’s steamers) is maintained by vessels mostly built and 
owned by citizens of this country. 

Yet another, and by no means unimportant point, has been omitted 
in Mr. Ruggles’s report. The vast Chinese colony which now forms an 
integral portion of San Francisco numbers among its members a large 
number of rich and commercially influential natives, who would readily 
avail themselves of the telegraph to communicate with their friends in 
China. To put aside the American and European element altogether, 
the shrewd, business-like Chinaman would almost support such a cable 
as that proposed in the various schemes projected by American tele- 
graphists. But if we take into consideration the foreign element also, 
the prospect held out to any company undertaking the new line is more 
than encouraging. The completion of the Indo-Singapore cable, and the 
meaeures taken to connect that port with Hong Kong, are less antago- 
nistic to the success of a Pacific line, even as regards the English com- 
munities, than might at first sight appear. One great and hitherto insur- 
mountable disadvantage has attended the transmission of me-sages from 
India to Europe, and will consequently extend to those forwarded by the 
new line from China—the numerous and often alien hands through 
which they must pass to reach their destinations. Illustrations of the 
sad havoc made by operators with the simplest English sentences are 80 
plentiful that ecarcely a journal nppears in further Asia without some 
unintelligible sentence which the editor, by a “query,” or more elaboe 
rate expression of doubt, confesses his inability to decipher. Not long 
ago a blunder of this sort caused a run upon the leading bank at Co- 
lombo (Ceylon), and by way of sequel an animated and expensive law- 
suit to determine the responsibility attaching to the paper first publish- 
ing it. Not unnaturally, therefore, the communities of the Eastern 
settlements are favourubly disposed to the establishment of a rival tele- 
graphic line which would both lower the existing tariff and induce 
greater care in transmission. The fact that two breaks only would, by 
the Pacific line, intervene between Shanghai and London would jorm a 
powerful inducement to avail themselves of its services in preference to 
those of the many-sectioned cable via Galle and the Red Sea. 

The trade between China, Japan and the United States is so obviously 
in its infancy that the least enthusiastic admit a probable development 
which will exert an immense influence upon both the social and re- 
ligious status of the vast populations of Eastern Asia. Everything tends 
to favour the assumption that before many years have elapsed this 
country will possess a preponderating influence among peoples who 
will owe their first lessons in material improvement to our machinists 
and metallurgists, our civil engineers and our shipwrights, Our moral 
triumphs in the same direction are already matters of record. The pioneer 
in the field of Japanese literature isan American missionary. The transla- 
tor of Wheaton’s /nternational Law into the language of Confucius is also a 
member of our missionary body. Pumpelly has first exploredand thoroughly 
mapped the geology of Nippon and North China. Turning to the material 
advances so recently made by both nationa, we may note that the super- 
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intendent of the leading Chinese arsenal is an American. There is, in 

short, scarcely a single department of business or commerce, in either 

China or Japan, uninfluenced or unrepresented by American agents. 

Tt is too much the fashion to ignore the immense and ever-increasing 

interests we have at stake in those countries; and the apathy regarding 

telegraphs and steamers making Asiatic ports the termini of their lines 

must give way to judicious action, if we would secure the advantages 

already within our grasp. The wonderful strides in this direction made 
by British enterprise within the past twelve months should awaken 

us toa sense of what we shall lose if we permit it to exclusively 

occupy a field so easily made our own. Americans have unfortunately 

been able to boast of but little support from their Government towards 
schemes such as that under consideration ; but Mr. Rugyles’s report 
will, it may be hoped, do some good in directing public attention to so. 
imperfectly understood a matter as the actual conditions of our Asiatic 

trade. Time and a judicious policy are alone wanting to make the 
United States its great mart, whence supplies would reach every quarter 

of Europe. 


Monetary and Commercial, 


The Bill for the reconstruction of the Albert Life Assurance 
Company and for the settlement of all matters in dispute, through 
the agency of an arbitrator to be named by Parliament, has 
been heard before the Committee of the House of Lords, of 
which the Duke of Richmond is chairman. The case of the opposi- 
tion to the Bill having been brought to a close, Mr. Denison, Q.C., 
replied. It had been admitted by the official liquidator, who 
opposed this Bill, that he did not remember a single case of an in- 
surance company in liquidation being finally wound up. There were 
fifty-eight of such companies in the Court of Chancery, and some of 
them had been there for fifteen years and upwards, but in no one 
instance had the winding up been completed. On the ground of 
expense, too, there could be no dispute. On the general question 
of expenses incurred in liquidation the Lord Chancellor had 
stated in evidence before a committee that “the expenses in- 
curred in liquidation were even beyond his discernment and alto- 
gether beyond his control.” Lord Romilly and Lord Justice 
James had been equally emphatic on the same subject. In the 
case of the liquidation of the Albert Company in Chancery, up to 
October last £21,000 had been paid, and this included a solicitor’s 
bill of £6,000 made up to the previous June only. At the rate 
at which it had hitherto proceeded the liquidation expenses 
would amount to something like £30,000 per annum. Upon 
every ground, both of time and expense, he trusted their 
Lordships would be of the same opinion as that expressed by 
Lord Justice James, when he said that “nobody but Parliament 
can find an extrication for this matter, and I hope they will.” 
With respect to the large sums paid for amalgamations and com- 
pensations, which had been so prominently stated in the evi- 
dence, the promoters of the Bill would accept any clause that 
may be framed to put the law in force against those who had 
levied the ‘black mail.” The room was then cleared, and on 
the readmission of the public the Chairman announced that the 
Committee considered the preamble of the Bill to be proved. The 
arbitrator to be named by Parliament was announced by Mr. 
Denison to be Lord Cairns. 

The report of the Agra Bank (Limited), to be submittted on the 
4th proximo, states that the net profits during the past twelve 
months, including the balance brought forward, amounted to 
£47,171, and that the available balance is £33,791, after deduct- 
ing the interim dividend paid in October. Owing to the heavy 
decline in cotton and silk during the war, and to the consequent 
failure of some of the customers of the bank, the directors have 
determined to reserve out of the profits the sum of £14,000. After 
making this provision, there will remain £19,791, out of whicha 
dividend is recommended at the rate of 4 per cent. per annum, 
free of income-tax, leaving £75 to be carried forward. It is 
hoped that the improvement of trade and the stimulus that will 
be given to commercial transactions of all kinds by the cessation 
of hostilities on the Continent will afford better opportunities 


than have recently been available of employing the funds of the 
undertaking to advantage. A payment of £1 5s. per share on ac- 
count of return capital is announced on the old shares of the late 
Agra and Masterman’s Bank. The progress made in the realisa- 
tion of the assets of the old bank in India has fallen short of 
expectation. 

A letter to the Shipping Guzette complains of the system 
adopted by the China houses of compelling shipmasters to reduce 
the freight on tea after the bargain is actually made. The writer 
adduces the following instance :— 

The ship was despatched from Shanghai early in December 
last to Foochow, freights there being £2 10s. On arrival the master 
was led to believe that his ship was engaged full at that figure. About 
ten days after that freights drooped, and a party who had 150 tons ‘‘ om 
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refusal” wrote that he would not require the room. Another did the 
same, and the consequence was that, in order to fill up, the ship had to 
take the balance of the cargo required—some 400 tons—at £2, and at 
which rate the shippers of the 900 tons, for which bills of lading had 
been signed at £2 10s., now require their tea to be carried ; whereas, 
had freizhts advanced to £5, not another shilling would they have 
paid! Representations have been made by the London and Liverpool] 
Shipowners’ Associations to the Shanghai Chamber of Commerce, but 
without success, and the extortion (for it is nothing else) is still prac- 
tised by those of whom I once heard it remarked “ it was their pride 
to have it thought they never did anything shabby.’’ The remark ap- 
plied to the China merchants, of whose liberality, &c., in mulcting the 
unfortunate shipowner of some £500 or £600 on a cargo valued at 
£50,000 or £60,000, I leave your readers to judge. 

There is no truth in the report alluded to by a contemporary 
as to the difficulties of a firm of wholesale tea dealers, certainly 
not with a firm of any importance. 

The amount of bullion by the P. and O. Company’s steamer 
Hassilia, from Southampton on the 1st inst., was in gold to 
Calcutta, £10,000; in silver to Aden, £5,000; to Singapore, 
£10,000; to Hong Kong, £44,500; to Shanghai, £7,435 ; to 
Penang, £22,000 ; total in gold, £10,000 ; in silver, £88,935.

The agreement made in June last with the Patent Slip and Dock being arr has, although attended with some difficulties, on the 
le worked well, and while each Company gets a fair share of the work, both benefit by the arrangement. 


On the 10th October last the first series of Debentures, amounting to $180,000, fell due and were redeemed by the issue of a third 
series to the same amount, but bearing interest at the lesser rate of 7 per cent. per annum and maturing 10th October, 1873.

TO THE PROPRIETORS OF THE HONG KONG AND SHANGHAI BANKING CORPORATION. 
GENTLEMEN, 

The Directors have now to submit to you a General Statement of the affairs of the Corporation, and Balance Sheet for the half- 
year ending on 31st December last. 

The net profits for that period, including $99,398.33 brought forward from last account, after paying all charges and deducting 
interest paid and due, amount to $465,968.82, of which, after taking out Rebate on Bills not yet due, and remuneration to Directors, 
there remains for appropriation $451,141.46. ° 

From this sum the Directors recommend the distribution of a Dividend of $5 per share on the Paid-up Shares, and of $3 per 
share on the New Shares, being equivalent to Four per Cent. for the half-year; this will absorb $160,000, and of the balance, the 
Directors propose retaining $263,587.13 to meet eventual losses on present outstandings, carrying the balance of $22,554.33 to the 
credit of New Profit and Loss Account. 

If this appropriation of profits be confirmed by the Meeting, the Shareholders will have received as Dividend for the year 1870 
the sum of $370,000 (Ten per Cent. on the paid-up Capital), all bad"and doubtful, assets will be amply provided for, and undivided 
profits of $22,554.33 will be carried forward. 

The Directors regret that the depreciation on previous valuations of some of the Bank's 'securities, together with the position of 
some transactions entered into during the Six Months under review, compel them to recommend the retention of such a Jarge sum as 
$268,587.13 out of the half-year’s earnings, and, in consequence, to reduce the usual dividend of Six per Cent. for the half-year to 
Four per Cent. ; but they deem it best for the interest of the Shareholders to make full provision for all doubtful outstandings, and at 
the same time to leave the Reserve Fund intact. 

Although the Dividend for the Six Months is not so favourable for Shareholders as in previous half-years, still, the Directors 
think the general result is extremely satisfactory, if Proprietors will bear in mind the stagnation in trade, the depreciation of 
securities, and the unremunerative turn taken by Exchanges in consequence of the Franco-German War. 

The Proprietors may be congratulated on the strong position held by the Bank at all places where its business is carried on. 
Its resources have increased materially during the past year, the Deposits alone showing an increase of $3.400,000, and in every 
way the Bank’s business has most successfully progressed in proportion with the increase of the Paid-up Capital.
